In the first place, we sny they should be pro- 


foundly studied, for the sake of their beauties 
and excellencies. Such are their intrinsic beau- 
ties ; such a high degree of perfection do they 
exhibit, particularly the Oreck language, that 
they have not been equalled by any language, in 
richness and elegance of expression. — So highly 
have they been valued, that notwithstanding the 
changes which have taken place in government, 
and the changes in the Literary world, they have 
stillmaintained their due importance. 


Again — the classics should be studied for the 


invigorating discipline they afford the mind. — 


he^feels^ himself able^to make a first-rate They give more or less exercise and discipline lo 


all its faculiies; but more particularly are they 
adapted to the strengthening of the memory and 
reasoning faculties.

Nothing tends more to to the preserva- 


tion of health, as well as cleanliness, 
lhan frequent bathing. 


We have often called the atienlion of 


the public to this important subject; and 
now on the opening of the spring-, when 
the functions of the human body undergo 
a considerable change, especially those 
of the skin, we would again advert to it. 


During the winter the pores of the 


skin have been more locked up than 
during summer, when spontaneous per- 
spiration is more free and frequent, and 
therefore have become more dry, har- 
dened, and less active. 
This is the case 


with all, but more especially with the 
sedentary, or those not engaged in hard 
manual labor. 


Health cannot be preserved 
any 


length of 
time unless the numerous 


pores upon the surface of the body be 


i kept free and clean to perform their sev- 
eral 
important 
duties. 
Frequently 


bathing the body all over in warm or 
cold water for some thirty or forty min- 
utes, will mainly effect this object. 


Those persons 
of a 
temperament 


where reaction is speedily produced, 
and can bear it, would be most benefited 
by the cold balhs; those of a different or 
more delicate temperament, as the ner- 
vous, bilious, or those whose lungs or 
stomach are liable to be easily affected, 
may use ihe warm baths. 


In fact, using a common bathing tub 


with soft water a liule warmer lhan ihe 
blood, a flesh brush and soap thoroughly, 
while ihe body is eniirely immersed, for 
half or ihree quarters of an hour, is the 
best means to cleanse, open, and aid the 
action of the skin, and thereby equalize 
ihe circulation of the blood and all the 
functions—relieve the head—quiet the 
nerves—remove fatigue—aid digestion, 
and produce an agreeable and healthful 
slate of both body and mind. 


Not half the people of ihe world are 


aware of the material benefits resulting 
from this process, and none can be fully 
able lo appreciate it unless they have 
been in the constant use of it for some 
time. 


It should be used, if possible, every- 


day, but at least twice a week if no more.
